required  to  See  that  good  and  Sufficient  Securitys  by  Recognazances 
be  given  by  all  and  every  Person  or  Persons  that  Shall  Farme  the 
Same  as  aforesaid,  Conditioned  that  they  pay  the  Same  every  half 
Year  by  equal  &  even  payments  into  the  hands  of  the  respective  Com-

WHEREAS  Several  of  the  Inhabitants  on  the  Ferry  on  the 
Island  of  Nassaw,  by  their  Petition  Preferred  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly Setting  forth,  They  have  been  Molested  by  Several  Prosecutions 
occasion 'd  by  the  Contrivance  and  Instigations  of  111  and  Disaffected 
Persons  to  the  Neighbourhood,  who  would  Incroach  upon  the  Build- 
ing and  Fences  that  have  been  made  many  Years  ago,  iUledging 
the  Road  was  not  wide  enough,  to  the  great  Damage  of  Several  of 
the  Old  Inhabitants  on  the  Said  Ferry;  the  Said  Road,  as  it  Now  is, 
has  been  So  for  at  least  this  Sixty  Years  Last  past,  without  any 
Complaint,  either  of  the  Inhabitants  or  Travelers.

Whereas  many  persons  by  losses  &  other  Misfortunes  are 
rendered  incapable  of  paying  their  whole  debts,  and  tho'  they  are 
willing  to  make  the  utmost  satisfaction  they  can  are  nevertheless 
detain'd  in  prison  by  their  creditors  AND  WHEREAS  such 
nnhappy  Debtors  have  always  been  Deemed  the  proper  objects 
of  publtck  compassion. 

THEREFORE  for  the  relief  of  such  prisoners  who  shall  be 
willing  to  ■Satisfle  their  creditors  as  far  as  they  are  able

of  offli-rnt  &  Waiters  wt-n-  Imploy'd  to  |itK>vent  it  whost-  milary 
OP  wages  would  more  over  very  miH-li  Impair,  if  not  swiUlow 
np  that  imty:  And  that  a  Tax  on  our  owne  Tnidera  f<»r  LieenseB 
to  Trade  with  fho  IndiauH  inipht  fiiruisU  thi*  French  with  un 
opportunity  to  Biipiply,  the  Indiunfi,  evi-n  with  tlic  very  goods  they 
prornred  from  tliU  i'nUiiiy  oa  Kiiftler  Tenuen  thea  our  said 
Trndeni  could  afford  to  dw  upon  these  Conniderations  Ir  wufl
